Passed Assistant Surgeon von Ezdorf reports, June 22, as follows: 
During the week ended June 20, 1903, 4 vessels bound for ports in the 
United States received bills of health. Thirteen deaths were reported 
in the city, making the annual rate of mortality for the week 14.08 
per 1,000. The chief causes of death reported were as follows: Enteric 
fever, 1; malarial fever, 1; septicaemia, 1; tuberculosis, 5; enteritis, 
3; other causes, 2.
